Thursday afternoon Judge Bell hand- 
ed down his decree in the habeas 
corpus proceedings- brought by Attor- 
ney Chase in an endeavor to have 
Strausbaugh released from the cus- 
tody of Chief of Police McHeury who 
attested Strausbaugh on the charge 
of fighting and from whose custody 
the penitentiary authoriti -s sought 
to take the prisoner to Pittsburgh, 
on the charge of violation 
of his 


parole. 


Strausbaugh will have to serve the 


maximum term, of the Indeterminate 
sentence given him 
by the .Clear- 


field county court in 1913 for assault 
and battery and resisting an officer. 


Judge Bell's Conclusions. 


After relating the history of the 


':ase and referring to the acts of 
assembly of 
1909 and 1911 as to 


parole of prisoners, Judge Bell re- 
fers to the argument of counsel for 
Strusbangh that "the mandate (of 
the governor) 
does 
not show 
a 


sufficient finding by the governor, in

Denver, May 1.—The Colorado mlno 


strike war luis reached the crisis. 
With 800 United States cavalry lu 
fighting array In the troubled zone the 
strikers had the choice of laying down 
their arms and quietly' dispersing to 
their homes within twenty-four hours 
or facing the rifles and bnyonuts of thu 
military upholders of the law. 
. There was no telling from the devel- 
opments which course they would 
adopt. One thing is clear-hundred* 
of hotheads uuioiig the ranks of the 
strikers are not willing to "give U|» 
the flght" now that the lives of so 
many of their comrades have l>eeu sac- 
rificed. This Is evident from the flght- 
Ing of the last twenty-four hours, 
which has chiinied anywhere from fif- 
teen to twenty lives. 
On the other 


hand, the strikers must realize thnt 
the federal troops will not bear trifling 
with and that continued resistance will 
only make their cause more hopeless. 


Striker* Must Disarm. 


In his proclamation President Wil- 


son served notice that the strikers 
who are classed as "insurrectos" must 
abandon all show of disorder. Other- 
wise they will be proceeded ugainst 
.fust as 
though they were rebels 


against the United States government. 


The latest troop arrivals are the 350 


members of the Second squadron of

Fifth 
United States 
infantry, 


which arrived at Trinidad from Fort 
Lenvenworth. 
The officers of the 


squadron tire under orders to disperse 
both sides. They started for the Lud- 
low district, where the fiercest fight- 
ing of the "war"' has taken place. 


Militia Withdrawn. 


The state inilllia are already being 


withdrawn from the strike zone In ac- 
cordance wllh Hie premise which Oov- 
ernor Atniiions made to the authorities 
at Washington when he wired in big 
call for federal troops. 
The "evac- 


uation" began vlifii the cavalry called 
out from Fort Hussell In Wyoming 
reached Canyon City yesterday. It 
was generally supposed thnt the state 
authorities would tnrn the situation 
over to the federal troops entirely.

Her* la the Situation: Wilson lnai*t* 
on Resignation of Huerta, Latter Re- 
fuaae and Carranza Won't Consider 
Dictator. 


Vera Cruz, May J.—A different view 


la taken here regarding Huerta'a atti 
tnde toward mediation. Messages re- 
ceived from the capital indicate that 
his'agreement is not without reserva- 
tion. His mind as to how far he will 
go to bring about peace lias not been 
made up. 
Apparently he has never 


considered the demand to step down 
and out. It thus becomes evident that 


Is acceptable iii principle 
mediation 
only. 


A message was received here from 


Lopez Portillo y Rojas, secretary of 
foreign affairs. 
He stated that until 


the details of mediation to which Mex- 
ico Is willing to agree are decided upon 
no official statement would be forth- 
coming. He asserted that he hoped 
the mediation would bring a solution 
acceptable to tiie dignity of both gov- 
ernments. 


It Is not difficult to determine what 


will satisfy the dignity of the Mexi- 
can government in negotiations of this 
sort. Huerta is the Mexican govern- 
ment and must therefore be satisfied. 


Some attribute to the dictator an in- 


tention to take refuge in flight when 
the time arrives or when American or 
Mexican.-troops-'are battering "at the 
very gates of Mexico City. Those who 
have been close to Him in the stormy 
months of revolt do not «'X|teot him to 
resign. This is one of the conditions 
Inld down by the United States, and 
therefore It appears here there Is but 
slight hope of success. 


Funston'* Troop* Land. 


The troops of the Fifth brigade un- 


der Brigadier General Frederick Funs- 
ton Innital Iti Yera Crua from the four 
transports which cume from Oalveston 
snd took over the city from the blue- 
jackets who went buck to their ships'. 


When once more upon laud the sol- 


diers were dispatched to the sandhills 
about the city, to tlie barracks and to 
other points where they relieved the 
sailors, while the marine corps was dis- 
tributed to work with the army. Brig- 
adier General Fnnston established bis 
headquarters in the Imrraeks deserted 
by General Gustavo Mans, the Mexi- 
can federal commander who fled/rum 
Veru Cruz after making a half heart- 
ed resistance to the American blue- 
Jackets and marines. 


Hear Admiral Fletcher in addition to 


sending the Hhiejaokets back to their 
ships also withdrew his staff and the 
stair of General Fimston took hold. 
Admiral Fletcher In his order for the 
withdrawal'of Ills men highly praised 
the naval otttvers and the jarkies. He 
uolnted to their valor in action as 
lilghiy gratifying and also lauded their 
orderly conduct and perfect bundling 
of the situation. 


Admiral Fletcher then personally 


thanked his men and concluded by 
saying that the highest honor Is due 
those who gnve their lives in the serv- 
ice of their country.

Thursday afternoon Judge Bell hand- 
ed down his decree in the habeas 
corpus proceedings- brought by Attor- 
ney Chase in an endeavor to have 
Strausbaugh released from the cus- 
tody of Chief of Police McHeury who 
attested Strausbaugh on the charge 
of fighting and from whose custody 
the penitentiary authoriti -s sought 
to take the prisoner to Pittsburgh, 
on the charge of violation 
of his 


parole. 


Strausbaugh will have to serve the 


maximum term, of the Indeterminate

field county court in 1913 for assault 
and battery and resisting an officer.

One thing is clear-hundred* 
of hotheads uuioiig the ranks of the 
strikers are not willing to "give U|» 
the flght" now that the lives of so 
many of their comrades have l>eeu sac- 
rificed. This Is evident from the flght- 
Ing of the last twenty-four hours, 
which has chiinied anywhere from fif- 
teen to twenty lives. 
On the other 


hand, the strikers must realize thnt 
the federal troops will not bear trifling 
with and that continued resistance will 
only make their cause more hopeless. 


Striker* Must Disarm.

Vera Cruz, May J.—A different view 


la taken here regarding Huerta'a atti 
tnde toward mediation. Messages re- 
ceived from the capital indicate that 
his'agreement is not without reserva- 
tion. His mind as to how far he will 
go to bring about peace lias not been 
made up. 
Apparently he has never 


considered the demand to step down 
and out. It thus becomes evident that 


Is acceptable iii principle 
mediation 
only. 


A message was received here from 


Lopez Portillo y Rojas, secretary of 
foreign affairs. 
He stated that until 


the details of mediation to which Mex- 
ico Is willing to agree are decided upon 
no official statement would be forth- 
coming. He asserted that he hoped 
the mediation would bring a solution 
acceptable to tiie dignity of both gov- 
ernments. 


It Is not difficult to determine what 


will satisfy the dignity of the Mexi- 
can government in negotiations of this 
sort. Huerta is the Mexican govern- 
ment and must therefore be satisfied. 


Some attribute to the dictator an in- 


tention to take refuge in flight when 
the time arrives or when American or 
Mexican.-troops-'are battering "at the 
very gates of Mexico City. Those who 
have been close to Him in the stormy 
months of revolt do not «'X|teot him to 
resign. This is one of the conditions 
Inld down by the United States, and 
therefore It appears here there Is but 
slight hope of success. 


Funston'* Troop* Land. 


The troops of the Fifth brigade un- 


der Brigadier General Frederick Funs- 
ton Innital Iti Yera Crua from the four 
transports which cume from Oalveston 
snd took over the city from the blue- 
jackets who went buck to their ships'.
